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VICTOR EMMANUEL’S VISIT TO THE 
TWO SICILIES, 

Ir is somewhat late, we confess, to call attention to the 
enthusiastic ovation given by the Two Sicilies to Victor 
Emmanuel, the Royal representative of Italian unity, But we 
select the event, not for the purpose of description, but of 
speculation and reflection ; not with any view of re-exhibiting 
facts already well known, but rather of pondering their meaning 
and their moral, 

Ever since the romantic expedition by which Garibaldi 
wrested the Two Sicilies from Bourbon misgovernment it has 
remained a seemingly doubtful problem whether the Neapolitan 
population could be brought to blend so harmoniously with the 








pecple of Northern and Central Italy as to render possible a 
permanent political organisation of the whole nation under one 
Crown, one Legislature, and one Administration, Statesmen 
conspicuous alike for sagacity and probity, not in France 
only, but in England and even in'Italy, had, and expressed, 
grave doubts upon the question, If such doubts have at 


r length been displaced by facts, we are bound to beat in mind 


that in every stage of the regeneration of Italy common 
expectation has, in like manner, been set aside by the event, 
Europe has ‘been repeatedly and entirely mistaken in her caleu- 
lations about Italy, because Europe had lost her faith in the 
power of sentiment, She owes Italy much for having effec- 
tually disabused her on this head, Lombardy, Parma, Modena, 

















Tuscany, the Legations, one after another unostentatiously 
accepting the opportunity opened them by the sword of France, 
laid’ aside their local jealousies, prejudicies, animosities, and 
interests even, and placed themselves under the domination of 
a single but all-conquering sentiment—lItalian unity, And now, 
at last, Naples has brought up the rear with what our neighbours 
would call an elam that has fairly taken the world by surprise, 
The most sceptical are compelled by this last demonstration to 
admit that, if the kingdom of Italy should fail of becoming a 
consolidated and first-class European Power, the causes will have 
to be sought, not in the temper of her own children, but in the 
unjustifiable pressure of foreign dynastical intrigues, 

The unbounded enthusiasm with which Naples and Sicily 
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have welcomed Victor Emmanuel is both politically and morally 
suggestive. Here is a people less advanced in many important 
respects than any other within the pale of Christian civilisa- 
tion—a nation of children, deliberately made and kept such by 
a coalition of kingcraft with priestcraft, having few of the 
virtues but all the disabilities and vices of childhood; vain 
and ignorant ; devoid alike of self-reliance and self-respect ; 
utterly careless of the future, but not more careless than idle ; 
impulsive and passionate even to fiercaness, How are these 
people to be governed save by the sword, as, indeed, they have 
always been? How can they be wrought into living union with 
the rest of Italy? What will free institutions do for a 
nation whom long misgovernment has incapacitated from 
profiting by them? This was the problem to be solved, 
and it did seem, at first sight, insoluble by human 
wisdom. Naples might be easily held by Northern Italy 
as a conquered territory, but how was she to be fused and 
assimilated so as to efface every mark of distinction between the 
conquerors and the conquered? Politicians might reasonably 
enough doubt the practicability of any such consummation ; 
and, for a time, experience seemed to confirm their incredulous-

it had every appearance of having been planned to cut short 
the more than regal progress of Garibaldi towards the region 
which his prowess had emancipated from Bourbon tyranny, and 
in which his name was a spell of incredible potency, Men 
watched the experiment with something more than doubt as to 
its ultimate issue; yet never was there a more triumphant 
success. Mainland and island competed to do homage to the 
Piedmontese Sovereign and to glorify him as their own, It was 
not the novelty of the event which so fascinated the active 
imagination of the Neapolitans; for Victor Emmanuel had 
been amongst them before. It wasnot the man that captivated 
their affections ; for Garibaldi was the darling of their hearts, 
It was that in the King they saw Italy as one nation incarnated, 
He was the personal and Royal embodiment of the idea which 
they had only seen hitherto as a far-off dream—the living 
realisation of their vaguest but holiest patriotic aspirations— 
the divinity before which their sentiment of nationality could 


warmth perhaps, but not with the same completeness of satis- 
faction, They would have missed in him what they found in 
their Monarch, the interblending of legitimate authority with 
the claims of patriotism, Their devotion was all the more 
sincere and solid because it combined all the best hopes of the 
citizen with all the highest duties of the subject, Love of 
country went hand in hand with loyalty to the Throne, Nor 
were other touches wanting—touches which enhanced, in their 
estimation, the attractiveness of their Sovereign. He carried with 
him to Naples an historical fame, Past centuries shed a glory on 
his head, He was no parvenu in the brotherhood of Kings. 
He was clothed with ancient and hereditary honours, Still 
more, he was Ré galantuomo, He had drawn his sword in 
favour of Italy—had been where the battle was thickest and 
death was most busy. He was the bluff soldier as well as the 
affable Monarch, and valued his manhood at a higher rafé than 
his crown, 

Such, then, very inadequately indicated, was the charmed 
weapon with which the Ratazzi Administration sought to 
subdue the turbulent spirit of Southern Italy, The world has 
witnessed the perfect success of the experiment, not without 
considerable surprise, Followed up by a policy sagaciously 
adapted to make the Two Sicilies practically cognisant of their 


unity, and greatness of Italy than even the immediate possession 
of Rome as a capital, It will more effectually baffle the intrigues 
of France, and make Italy what she should be—Italian to the 
backbone. The Neapolitan fétes have dispelled all fear that 
the southern peninsula will ever consent to become a Gallicised 


given Europe assurance for the future, They have supplied 


| incontestable evidence that Rome and Venice are merely 


believingly and trustingly prostrate itself and feel the bliss of | 
satisfaction, The rapturous excitement pervaded all classes— | 
nobles, merchants, fishermen, lazzaroni. A very ecstasy of | 


loyal feeling seized the whole population and silenced, for the 
time being at least, the noisiest as well as the most subtle sug- 
gestions of faction, The people unreservedly and with wonderful 
spontaneity gave themselves up to the pleasing duty of giving 
a loving welcome to their Prince, and they allowed nothing to 
come between them and their Sovereign which could divert or 
divide the full current of their loyalty. 

We shall not attempt even so much as an enumeration of the 
magnificent fétes by the help of which the Neapolitans strore to 
express their devotion to Victor Emmanuel, WorJ-painting was 
no part of the object we had in view in selecting these demon- 
strations for present comment. No doubt they were impressive 
in themselves; but it is not for what they were, but for what 
they signified, that they deserve our study, One may despise if 
he will the upholstery of State ceremonials, but the sentiment 
of which it is intended to serve merely as ‘ the outward and 
visible sign ” commands a deeper deference than has commonly 
been paid to it, It has been the fashion until quite lately to 
ridicule the notion of politically organising civilised peoples 
upon the basis of nationality, and, perhaps, the mistakes which 
have been perpetrated in the efforts which have aimed at giving 


to that notion a practical development may be pleaded in excuse | 


of the irreverence, But as Wisdom is justified of her children, 
so Nature always ultimately vindicates her own arrangements, 
Empires perish, but nations remain, Deeper down in man’s 
being than the most violent of his passions lie unchanged and 
unchangeable the sentiments which permanently govern the 
unfolding of his social and political destiny. It is difficult, perhap 
impossible, to define the distinct elements which necessarily enter 
into and constitute the sentiment of nationality ; but, in the face 
of facts, it is abeurd to ignore its power, It resembles one of 
the vital forces of nature—it is quiet, but, in the end, irresistible, 
Occasionally and for awhile it seems to lie dormant, and then 
when its season comes, it expands with a life and energy that no 
policy can successfully resist, Europe feels at this moment the 
power of this sentiment from her centre to her extremities, 
Hungary, Germany, Poland, Italy attest it, In the last case it 
has wrought miracles, Opportunity gave it an impulse which 
has made it temporarily a spell over millions of souls, This 
sentiment Victor Emmanuel represented to the Neapolitans, They 
looked upon him as at once a pledge and an earnest of united 
Italy, His presence, so regarded, was more effectual to win 








obedience than a hundred thousand armed men, and in him they | 


hastened to pay gladand profound homage to one of the deepest- 
seated feelings of their own nature, The fact, standing out as it 


does so distinctly from all others, has read an impressive lesson | 


to the statesmen of Europe, for they see in it a plastic force, 
supposed to be long sinee dead, which will assuredly one day 
rearrange the map of the Continent on a principle little 
recognised by the Treaty of Vienna, 

There can be no room to doubt, moreover, that the appeal 
made by this sentiment to the Neapolitans evoked a prompter 
and more fervent response in consequence of its having 
approached them in the guise of Royalty. In Victor Emmanuel 
they saw their King—the crowned representative of united 
Htaly. They would have welcomed Garibaldi with as much

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LONDON, SATURDAY, JUNE 7, 1862. 


THE week of the national holiday seemed likely to be made 
further memorable by a party conflict which might have had 
«disturbing consequences. A motion of Mr, Stansfeld, in 
favour of a reduction in expenditure, had been followed by a 
series of amendments, one of which was Lord Palmerston’s and 
another Mr. Walpole’s, There had been a large meeting of 
Conservatives, and it was generally understood that a trial of 
strength would take place. The House mustered in great force 
on Tuesday (the fact that this was the eve of the Derby may be 
borne in mind), and the signal for battle was about to be given, 
when the Premier's adroitness suddenly threw the hostile ranks 
into disorder, He announced that he considered Mr, Walpole’s 
amendment as equivalent to an attempt at obtaining a vote of 
want of confidence in the Ministry, The Opposition, which 
intended to damage the Government but not to be driven to 
the country, as Lord Palmerston more than hinted would be the 
case if the former succeeded, were staggered at this; and Mr, 
Walpole, after some hesitation, gave in, declaring that he did 
not mean to do what Lord Palmerston charged him with 
intending, The tables were turned, and, though the economy 
speeches were spoken, they had henceforth but little interest, 
and Lord Palmerston’s amendment was carried by 367 to 65. 
Mr. Disraeli, borrowing an illustration from the event to which 
all were looking, declared, in reference to Mr. Walpole, that 
“the favourite had bolted,” for it was necessary for the leader 
of the Opposition to say something ; and Mr, Osborne added 
that he thought the favourite had been “got at,” so that the 
whole business became a solemn farce, as was said in the House, 
and the Legislature was left at liberty to prepare for Epsom 
undisturbed by considerations of a political character. 

The International Derby Day will be recollected when ordinary 
Derbies are forgotten, . Except, perhaps, in 1851 there never has 
been such an attendance, The road was crowded at an early 
hour, and bad were the places on the course for those who had 
not taken time by the forelock. Ourforeign friends went down in 
great force, and appeared to enjoy not only the scene, but the satur- 
nalia on the road, when, for once in the year, costermongers 
are permitted to open their minds to aristocrats, The 
sight on the Downs has fairly been called indescribable, from 
the enormous mass of incongruous detail, and has certainly 
never been seen to so much advantage as on Wednesday. The 
day was perfectly fine, but not too hot ; and it was possible to 
wander about the course and on the hill, and thus to obtain 
various views of this monster meeting. The race itself was a 
very fast one, and an outsider beat the favourites, to the 
astonishment of most of those who had gazed admiringly on 
the magnificent Buckstone and The Marquis, The blue ribbon 
of 1862 goes to Mr. Snewing, the owner of Caractacus, the son 
of Kingston. The Japanese Ambassadors were present in a 
private box, whence they had an excellent view, and they 
actually got sufficiently excited, as the last half -minute 
of the race was maddening the riders, the horses, and 
the roaring half-million of Christians, to lean a little 
forward and see the finish, On the whole, it seemed, 
however, that the sudden up-darting of the pigeon expresses 
occasioned most surprise to our interesting guests, The 
casualties on the road home must have been very numerous; 
and it is time that some arrangement should be made for doing 
away with the turnpike-gates, which, on this day, drive the 
journeyers wild and make the police wish that they were 
quelling fights in Irish alleys or engaged in some other quiet 
occupation, English respect for vested rights is shown in the 
submission of the myriads to the nuisance, but some submissions 
amount to superstition. 

Now that the Derby has been run, English people will find 
time to attend to other matters, Up to Wednesday nothing else 
was talked of, and even the possible Ministerial crisis was felt to 
be intolerably obtrusive at sucha moment. We have now leisure 
to note that the American contest continues at about the same 
points as when we last wrote—that is to say, unless Halleck has 
met his foe and been beaten, which is possible, The Confederates 
had declared that they would defend Richmond to the last ; but 
it was by no means considered certain that this declaration was 
not intended to deceive General M'‘Olellan, and that another 
retreat would not be accomplished, The Southerners know well 
that the longer the war can be protracted, the better their 
chance of recognition, for every day makes it less possible to 
close the gap. If letters may be trusted, the bitterness of spirit 
which characterises the feeling of the South against the North is 
malignant to excess, and appears to be reciprocated. In the 
interest of humanity, the sooner terms are made the better. 





One weuld like, of course, to know the truth about Italy, but 
the perfect confidence with which contradictory stories are 
adyanced, on authority, makes it difficult to believe that any- 
body is fully informed on the subject of the intentions of 
the Emperor. We are told that he had sent a sort of ulti- 
matum to the Pope informing his Holiness that, if he will accept 
the situation, will recognise the King of Italy, and will 
send representatives to Turin, Umbria and the Marches shall 
be restored and the temporal sway made safe for the time. 
If the Pope will not do this he will have to shift for himself, 
Then, again, we learn that the Emperor has made a private 
bargain with the King of Italy, who is to attack Austria, recover 
Venice, and make a united peninsula; but, in exchange for aid 
from France, is to rectify the frontier a good deal more—indeed, 
to the extent of making large cessions of territory, The journal 
supposed to represent the convictions of Mr. Disraeli states this 
as a certain fact. All that we really know is, that a very 
important reduction has been ordered in the garrison of Rome, 
and that the troops that are left will be inadequate to the task 
of doing more than protecting the Pope against the discontent 
of his own faithful subjects, who, were the entire French force 
withdrawn, would accredit his Holiness to Vienna, or perhaps 
the Clarendon, with great celerity of action. 

The last foreign guest who has arrived is the Pacha of Egypt, 
who comes on to us from France, and who is to inspect all that 
we have to show him, He speaks French perfectly, and is said 
to be endowed with a faculty of saying clever tkings; but the 
specimens of his Highness’s talent in this way which have 
already appeared bear internal evidence of being Parisian and 
not Egyptian, His Highness’s speech on arriving at Dover was 
short and in good taste, and comprised a regret that his health 
had not permitted him to show the Pringe of Wales all the 
attention the Pacha could have wished, We shall show him 
many things, and probably Lord Palmerston will take an 
opportunity of ascertaining whether his Highness really believes 
that the Suez Canal will be cut,

A body of navvies, in the employ of Messrs, Taylor and 
Emith, have commenced sinking a shaft for the purpose of ascertaining the 
nature of the soil and substrata of the site of Smithfield, prior to clearing 
away the earth for the proposed goods station under the intended market-place 
for the sale of meat and poultry, and the formation of a railway from the line 
at Coppice-row, and underneath a street, to be called New Market-street, to 
furnish a western approach to the said maket-place. 


The managers of St, Thomas's Hospital have failed in making 
terms with the’ directors of the London, Chatham, and Dover Railway. 
Various offers and counter-offers have been made by the two bodies as to the 
terms on which the present patients might be allowed to remain, but noagree- 
ment has been come to, and it is now settled that the existing patients are to 
have room made for them in the already existing hospitals of the metropolis 
for the next three or four years. 


The forty-fifth anniversary festival of the Royal Caledonian 
Asylum was held on Monday evening at the Freemasons’ Tavern—Earl Russell 
in the chair. There are at present 119 children in the asylum, consisting of 
69 boys and 50 girls, 36 of whom are the children of Scotch soldiers who died 
in the Crimean War. Ten boys and eight girls have been admitted into the 
asylum during the past year; and eight boys and one girl have left the asylum 
and have been provided with situations. The secretary read the list of 
subscriptions, which amounted to upwards of £1000, 


The annual dinner of the Artists’ Benevolent Fand Inatitution 
took place at the Freemasons’ Tavern last Saturday evening. Since its 
establishment £23,894 has been distributed by the society amonz widows and 
orphans of British artists, fifty-two widews having received annuities during 
the past year amounting to £777, and sixteen orphans the sum of £76. The 
expense of Napemeren the society during the year fell short of £75. In the 
course of the evening subscriptions to the fund were announced amounting to 
£600, including a donation of 10Q guineas from her Majesty, 59 guineas from 


Lord Ashburton, and 10 guineas from the chairman, Mr. G. Godwin. 


On Tuesday Earl De Grey and Ripon presided at the 
anniversary mecting of the Royal Humane Society at the Hanover-square 
Rooms. During the past year 221 cases of immersion, attended with risk to 
the lives of 270 persons, had been brought under the notice of the society, and 
of these 222 were successfully treated, the remaining 48 having been past 
recovery, of which 23 were cases of attempted suicide. During the same period 
the society conferred, as rewards of gallantry to those who risked their lives 
to save the lives of their fellow-creatures, 23 honorary silver medals, 77 hono- 
rary bronze medals, 2 vellum and 57 parchment testimonia's, besides 81 pecu- 
niary rewards. 


A meeting of the Royal National Life-boat Institution was 
held on Thursday at its house, John-street, Adelphi. The meeting ordered a 
double reward, amounting to £45, to be paid to the crew of the institution’s 
life-boat stationed at Caistor, on the Norfolk coast, in admiration of their 
daring and persevering services in rescuing in the night, during a fearfal gale 
of wind and under the most adverse circumstances, the crew of seven men of 
the schooner Trial, of Poole, Dorset, which was totally wreckei on the Barber 
Sands. Rewards amounting to £29 14s. were also granted to the crews of 
several life-boats of the society, and of shore boats for rescuing nineteen 
an te from different shipwrecks on the coast. A report was read from the 

epector of life- boats to the institution of his recent visits to some of its life- 
boats on the south coast of Ireland and on the Welsh coast. The soeicty has 
now 120 life-boats in connection with it. Even during the present year som> 
of these boats have saved nearly 200 lives from various shipwrecks. A great 
demonstration had taken place at Ipswich on the 29th ult., when the life-powt 
presented by that town to the institution was launched into the River Orwell, 
amidst the acclamations of some twenty thousand people. Legacies of £109 
each had been left to the society by the late Williaun Lupton, Esq., of Salford, 
Lancashire, and Dr. C. T. West, of Kingston-upon-Hull. With its large life- 
saving fleet, the institution requires all the support the public can render it, 
in order that the same may be kept up in a state of permanent efficienoy. 
Payments amounting to about £500 having been made on various life-boat 
establishments, the proceedings terminated.

altogether 25,900. ‘To the eye—although with cha- 
racteristic good sense the visitors did not mass 
together as mere promenaders in the nave, but 
dispersed themselves about the courts, showing that 
most of them had come not merely for a general 
view, but for as much examination of the contents 
of the exposition as they could manage in a few 
hours—it seemed as if the number were , and 
many ns spoke of at least 35,000 being actually 
present, Wherever the eye rested it fell upon 
a@ mass of people, here lost in admiration, there 
decorously boisterous in demorstration—all lively, 
animated, and many excited by the sight of the 
treasures spread out to their view. There was, as 
we have already observed, no crowding anywhere, 
If knots of persons round objects of 
more than usual interest it was but for a few 
minutes: they then broke up and dispersed before 
those who were waiting for their turn had 
hardly time to become impatient. It was a 
ecene highly creditable to the good feeling and the 
good sense of the shilling visitors, who it is a 
are persons of ruder jits than the five-shillingers 
and half-crowners; but, as we believe, no fallacy 
can be greater. The wisdom of having cleared the 
nave of the obstructive trophies was more manifest 
than ever on Monday, There was room for the 
crowd to circulate freely. It was curious to observe 
how by a sort of intuition the visitors found out the 
main points of interest. To be sure, something has 
been done by the public journals to indicate those 
specialities ; but still there was excellent tact dis- 
played in the manner in which many persons found 
their way to salient points in a place the first visit 
to which must be rather bewildering. The experience 
of Monday, if it proved nothing else, proved one 
thing, that is, that the payers of shillings are 
likely to be the most investigating, as they will be 
the most appreciating, of the visitors to the Exhibition. 

The number of visitors on Tuesday was something 
approaching tothat which we were accustomed to see 
at the last Great Exhibition, By five-o’clock, 33,898 
persons had entered the building. 

There is so intimate a connection between 
the results of the shilling days and the financial 
success of the exhibition that it may not be improper 
to allude to that subject here. It has been broadly 
stated that it will require the entrance of 60,000 
persons on shilling days from this time to the period 
of the closing of the exhibition in order to meet the 
pecuniary requirements of the commissioners, Such 
an expectation cannot possibly be fulfilled. It is 
probably founded on dim recollections of hundred 
thousand days in 1851; but the truth is, that those 
immense attendances only took place on three, or at 
the utmost four, occasions, and the average number 
of admissions in that year on the shilling days was 
about 40,000. The hundred thousand days were 
in the main brought about by mammoth excursions 
planned and organised by the then prosperous 
artisans of the north of England, the bulk of 
whom are now, alas! ina different condition ; 
and, unless some miracle in the way of revival of the 
cotton trade takes place between this and September,

For delicacy of treatment and for true beauty all this jewellery-work 
in the Roman Court should be well looked to, It merits great praise.

The colouring of the gold also cannot fail to strike the visitor ; and 
this Signor Castellani claims as an invention of his father, In 1823, 
his previous efforts having been turned to the imitation of the works 
of French and English jewellers, Castellani the elder turned for a 
greater assistance in his art to the technol sciences ; and in 1826, 
in a memoir read by him before the Academy of the Lincie on the

FOREIGN MACHINERY IN THE WESTERN ANNEXE 
OF THE INTERNATIONAL EXHIBITION, 


Tose persons who imagine that England is the only country in 
Europe that possesses the means to construct machinery on a large 
scale, and with all that finish of workmanship and simplicity of design 
necesgary to render it thoroughly efficient, will do well to visit that 
part of the western annexe devoted to the display of all kinds of 
engines and machines not of English or American manufacture, and 
study well what is there set before them, 

The progress made by foreign machinists during the last dozen years 
is most extraordinary, We see no similar advance in any other 
department, Elsewhere we are endeavouring to rival the foreign manu- 
factures ; here we are evidently the leaders, and as such looked up to 
vy all the countries of Europe; but French, Datch, Belgians, and 

tmaps have started in the ran, Oe judging by their present per- 
formances, they will not long be in the rear, 

The ingenuity and manipulative skill of French, Swiss,and other 
Continental workmen have long been known and acknowledged ; but we 
knew it only as a d to the smaller class of machines, such as are 
used in the finer class of textile fabrics, and such machines as clocks 
and watches, For those great engines which lift water, hoist minerals 
from out the bowels of the earth, propel ships, drive mills, or carry us 
with lightning speed on iron rails from one country to another, we 
thought we had a special calling and possessed peculiar talents and 


resources, 

The Exhibition of 1862 has undeceived us upon this point. Wesee 
all these machines in the western annexe of most excellent design and 
workmanship, the results of the skill and capital en in foreign 
workshops. It is true they are in nearly all cases of English pattern ; 
in fact, it is evident the idea of their constructors was to e them 
as much like English machines as possible.

From Switzerland two looms have been sent that will both astonish 
and interest the visitors to this department. They are both exhibited 
at work, and are employed in weaving broad ribbon, In one the 
pattern is a portrait of her Majesty (black lines on a white ground) ; the 
other produces the Royal arms in beautiful colours, alzeo on a white 
ground. This latter machine weaves ceveral ribbons at one time, It

In our notice in another column of Mr. Robinson’s “ Descriptive 
Catalogue” of the collection of Italian Sculoture at the South 
Kensington Museum we have indicated our reasons fo~ desiring to 
induce English sculptors to study the Italian sculpture of the middle 
ages and the revival, Remembering, however, that one fact is worth 
a buthel of argument and one example a cartload of precept, we have 
selected from this collection the statue engraved. e have chosen 
this statue, not because other works by Michael Angelo are not equally 
or more wortby of study, for even the wax models in this museum are 
deserving the most careful attention of sculptors, and not as being the 
best example of that anatomical truth to which the great anatomist 
Sir Charles Bell bears so high a testimony, but as showing how 
entirely distinct, at all events in its intense personality and its 
freedom of action and expression, the art of Michael Angelo was from 
the antique. As at once a ) og mes of the care shown by Mr. 
Robinson in compilation and the best description we can offer we 
quote the following paseage from the Catalogue :—‘ The. god is 
represented as a youth of sixteen or seventeen years eld, kneeling 
on one knee in an animated momentary attitade difficult to 
describe; the head is turned to one side in a movement 
elegantly contrasted with that of the ¢orso; the right arm 
extends downwards, as if about to take up some object from the 
ground, whilst the other, holding a bow, is raised in the air, level with 
the head ; a quiver of arrows and some drapery rest on the ground on 
the left. Various portions of the work, particularly the hair of the 
head and the dra on the ground, are left unfinished, as in many 
other works of Michael Angelo, The upraised arm—which, from ite 
disengaged poeition, must (in all probability) originally have been 
sculptured from a different block and adjusted to the statue—is a skilful 
restoration by Signor Santarelli, Professor of Sculpture in the Academy 
of Florence, the original arm having perished, either from exposure to 
the weather for a long series of years, or from having been fractured 
by pistol-bullets, the marks of several of which are visible in other 
portions of the statue, and which were wantonly fired at it whilst 
— in the Riccadi Gardens, in Florence. This statue is believed to 
e the work mentioned by Vasari as having been executed for Jacopo 
Galli, a Roman banker, at the same time as the statue of Bacchus 
now in the gallery of the Uffizi at Florence (a.p, 1497) in Michael 
Angelo’s twenty-fourth year, and during his first residence in Rome,” 
Our Engraving is a different point of view from that of the en- 
graving in the Catalogue, but this does not affect the description. 
After giving the history of its preservation, Mr. Robinson adds th> 
following opinion, by — Migliarini, of the action or meaning of the 
work :—*‘ A Cupid by Michael Angelo would certainly be restless and 
full of fire; he evidently desired that the marble should express this, 
end awaken a similar animation in the beholder. It is, however, 
difficult to trace the true intention of an artist when time has destroye4 
those details which were expressly added for its explanation, Me.n- 
while, it seems to us it is mtended to show that this Cupid, 
having emptied his quiver in vain, even his last arrow 
having glanced back to him through the insensibility of 
the object against which it was launched, he precipitately 
feizes it, and prepares to shoot it anew, too certain of his own 
power; in this violent movement he bends, but to raise himself 
again the more speedily. Daring is expressed in his countenance and 
in the turn of bis head, The left arm raises the bow as if to keep it 
from injury; and the different bend of each leg serves admirably 
equally to oe the group and to display the beauty of the limbe, 
analogous to all the rest of the body, the perfection of which cannot be 
described, but must be seen to be admired, It is known historicall 
that this statue was one of the earliest and most accurate of Buonarotti’s 
works, He has here carefully imitated beautiful Nature, and followed 
her under guidance of precepts inherited from the ancients, In the 
sequel of his career, having become more daring by practice and bolder 
by the course of years, he trusted more to his memory, and acquired a 
manner (of seeing) peculiar to himself, his works, though always 
admirable, no longer displaying their primitive purity and candour,”

We allude, of course, to works in marble or bronze; for 
our great majolica fountain under the eastern dome of the In‘er- 
national Exhibition is the first ceramic fountain on a large scale, and 
almoet the first of its kind, The French, however, are well represented 
in one of their chief spevialities by the two large, richly-designed 
bronze fountains erected in this year of universal rivalry in the gardens 
of the Horticultural Society. fountain we have engraved is the 
smaller, as well as the and more chaste, of the two. We 
reserve the larger one, and more striking and Aardi in its design 
and composition, for a future Number. The French very judiciously 
prefer bronze for their fountains, as affording, by its deep tone and 
tolid effect, a goers contrast to the sparkling whiteness and soft 
transparency of water. The green rust, or, speaking more correctly, 
the “ patina,” induced by the as well as the water, presents 
also rich and pleasing varieties of colour, The i design 
of this fountain, florid and exuberant though it may appear to eyes 
familiar with the waterspouts at Trafalgar-equare, is comparatively 
simple for a French work, The two basins are supported by allegorical 
figures, serving as Atlantides and COaryatides; and allegory can 
hardly be dispensed with in designs for fountains, The four upper 
figures of children stand for the four quarters of the world, as we 
learn from their symbols and the words Europe, Asie, Afrique, and 
Amerique inscribed on the medallions of the pedestal beneath. The 
lower figures, two of which are male and two female, are simply and 
entirely conventional, not having any of the usual fluvial or aquatic 
symbols, They are attended by amorini or genii wreathing flowers, 

arks, eecutcheons, floral ornaments, and architectural mouldings are 
distributed about the various details of the design without injurin 
the general effect, which is extremely pleasing from the princip 
proportions conveying the impression of symmetry.
